Unfinished Log Saga 
Of Deathless Courage

All this was unfolded today by 
Mrs. Henry Clevenz, mother of 
Jack Cooper, 23, of Elkhart, a ra- 
dioman on a Navy torpedo plane 
that was shot down June 15. The 
mother pieced together the story— 
from Cooper’s sketchy but graphic 
log released by the Navy, a letter 
from his squadron commander and 
also from the commander of a na- 
val vessel that picked up the life 
raft on July 21 about four days 
after her son died on it. 

Sprinkled through the notations 
scratched laboriously on paper 
leaves of his wallet were frequent 
endearments to “Helen” or “Big 
Eyes’’—Miss Helen E. Checchio, of 
Elkhart. She and Cooper had set 
their wedding date for his next 
leave.

The Crescent, which was due in 
Atlanta at 8:05 a. m. yesterday

CHICAGO, Sept. 19.—(#)—The 
American Legion adopted a series 
of resolutions today demanding 
tightened. controls over Japanese 
nationals and other aliens in this 
country and immediate return of 
war prisoners to their own lands 
after the war. 

Approving the report submitted 
to the 26th annual convention by 
the committee on Americanism, 
the Legionnaires urged congress 
to abolish the War Relocation Au- 
thority and turn control of all 
Japanese in America over to the 
Army. 

They called upon the WRA to 
halt relocation from the Tule 
Lake (Cal.) segregation center of 
Japanese 18 years or older who 
expressed a desire for repatria- 
tion to Japan or who refused to

By RAF Lancasters 


LONDON, Sept. 19.—(/)—Al- 
most 2,000 Allied planes, including 
700 Flying Fortresses, blased seven 
of Germany's western front rail- 
yards today in some of the heav- 
lest daylight raids of the war, and 
left the targets, through which the 
Nazis must funnel troops and ma- 
terials, battered masses of wreck- 
age. 

The Fortresses attacked Hamm, 
Soest, Coblenz and Dillenberg, all 
in western Germany east of the 
Rhine river, and other unidentified 
rail targets in the same area, In- 
dustrial targets at Wiesbaden also 
were hit. At the same time me- 
dium bombers smashed at rail- 
—— at Duren, Eshweiler and 

erzenich.. 

Ten heavy bombers and nine 
Allied fighters are missing, appar- 
ently victims of the intense flak, 
since no enemy fighters had chal- 
lenged them. Incomplete reports 
showed that 26 German es 
were downed during the day’s 
complete operations, which includ- 
ed widespread strafing in Holland 
and Germany. . 
— Marshalling yards at Hamm and 
Soest, two key junctions, were at- 
tacked by 700 Flying Fortresses 
with equal fighter escort, and a 
large force of medium bombers 
struck heavily at the rail yards of 
Eschweiler, Duren and Merzenich 
on the Cologne-Aachen railway. 

All the yards were jammed with 
freight cars. Large fires, some of 
which shot flames hundreds of 
feet, were reported by the crew- 
men, who carried out the mission 
in good weather. They said the 
yards were reduced to wreckage 
after tons of bombs were cascad- 
ed on warehouses, cars, round- 
houses and repair sheds. Hamm 
and Soest have been struck be- 
fore. but this was the first day- 
light assault against the other 
three junctions. 

Hamm is about 80 miles east 
of the Dutch border, and Soest is 
about 15 miles farther to the 
southeast. 

Flying Fortresses which dropped 
supplies to Warsaw patriots yes- 
terday and flew on to Russian 
bases, bombed industrial targets 
in Hungary and northern Italy 
on the return trip to Italian bases 
today. : 

Liberators smashed at bridges 
at Krattovo and Mitrovica on the 
north-south rail line through Ser- 
bia which links Macedonia and 
Greece. 

All through the day Thunder- 
bolts, Lightnings and Mustangs 
supported reinforcement opera- 
tions of the Allied air-borne army 
in the Netherlands, shepherding 
long aerial lines of troops and sup- 
lies from Britain. 

RAF Lancasters blasted the 
German battleship Tirpitz with 
12,000-pound bombs in a Norwe 
gian fjord, the Air Ministry an- 
nounced, : 

The RAF attack was made in a 
fjord near the northwest tip of 
Norway, the air ministry said. A 
smoke screen prevented observa- 
tion of results. 

Stockholm newspaper reports to 
the Office of War Information said 
the 10,000-ton German cruiser 
Admiral Hipper was reported 
sunk last Sunday at the mouth of 
the Gulf of Bothnia by Finnish 
aircraft and submarines.

REVERSED SELF 


In holding fire insurance to be 
interstate commerce and subject to 
antitrust prosecution, the supreme 
court reversed a view which it had 
held for .75 years, Head declared. 


He said the court had consistently | 


held that insurance was a local 
business, and that the 48 states 
have set up complete systems of 
state regulation of the business. 

In handing down a four-to-three 
decision, the court ignored a prac: 
tice it had followed for 110 years, 
which required a majority of the 
justices to pass on a constitutional 

uestion, Head stated. No ques- 

tion could be more important than 
one involving a conflict between 
the power of the federal govern- 
ment and of the states. 

The supreme court’s ruling has 
left the insurance business unreg- 
ulated, Head said, since congress 
has not set up any provisions for 
handling the business. 

The Southeastern Underwriters 
case, on which the court's histor- 
ical ruling was issued, went up 
from Atlanta after a group of 
prominent insurance executives 
were indicted by a federal grand 
jury on charges of violating the 
antitrust law. 

UNDERWOOD'S VIEW 

Judge Marvin Underwood, o 
the Atlanta district court, ruling 
on a demurrer, held that insur- 
ance is not interstate commerce 
and therefore not subject to the 
Sherman antitrust act.

NEW JUNGLE GUN 
HURLS BLAZING OIL 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.— 
(P)—Details of the new jungle 
flame gun, capable of throw- 
ing a burning mass of jellied 
oil- “much farther” than the 
60-yard range of previous 
types, were announced today 
by the Army’s chemical war- 
fare service. 

The gun, dubbed the “Ato- 
mizer,” obtains its range 
through tremendous pressure. 
The jellied oil spatters and 
clings to the target and the 
gun is so accurate that troops 
training for its use practice on 
regular rifle ranges. 

The gun was given its initial 
test under jungle conditions in 
the Solomon islands last July.

D’ Scholls 
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Changes Indicated in Our Tax System 


City Attorney Jack Savage has given 


Atlanta, and indeed every municipality, 


something to think about in a report pre- 
pared as chairman of a special committee 
on revenue and taxation for the National 


Institute Of Municipal Law Officers. 


In his eight-month study of the subject, 
declares Savage, he reached five definite 
conclusions. These he lists: 

1. .That the over-all tax burden cannot be 

any substantial amount, if at all,

without disastrous results. To quote Chairman 
Doughton, of the House Ways and Means Com- 


mittee, “You can shear a sheep many times but 


can only skin him once.” 


2. The federal dnd state governments have 
preempted every substantial source of revenue 
the ad valorem tax upon real estate, 

the principal source of municipal tax 


ue. 
3. That the ad valorem täx on real estate 
be increased beyond its present level 

and in most instances should be reduced. 


4..That a small minority, not more than ten 
per cent of our population, bears practically the 


entire burden of maintaining the government, 
national, state and local, and that the vast 
majority of our citizens make no contribution 


towards its support or such contribution as they . 


make falls far short of paying the cost of the 
services which the various branches of the 


government render to them. | 

8. That if loca® government is to survive, 
at least two objectives must be obtained, namely, 
(a) tax structures must be so revised as to 
bring about a more equitable distribution of 
the over-all tax burden so that every citizen will 
be required to bear an equitable share therein, 
according to his ability to pay, and (b) that a 
more equitable distribution of the total revenues 
obtained by the natoinal, state and local gov- 
ernments must be Fn ane so that each will 
receive its just share in proportion to the service 
which it renders to the public. 


They add up, thes? five irrefutable 
contentions, to a rather definite conclusion 
that all is not well with our accepted 
methods of raising revenue for municipal 
government purposes. Changes are indi- 
cated which must eventually be made, Too 
long have we delayed already in making 
surveys, such as Savage's, to determine the 
best approach to the problem. 


Inflationary Proposals Defeated in House 


The house of representatives has de- 
feated, decisively, senate-approved pro- 
posals to provide travel pay for migratory 
war workers, and to give unemployment 
compensation to some 3,100,000 federal 
workers, 


The senate had included in a reconver- 
sion bill the clauses which would have 
given up to $200 to each war worker for 
travel expenses back to his home when the 
end of the war ends his job. Similarly, the 
unemployment compensation for federal 
workers was intended to cushion the loss 
of wartime jobs by the hundreds of 
thousands who will be discharged when 
war activties cease. 


There can be little doubt both pro- 
posals were unwise. In the first place, by 
turning loose vast sums of money they 
would have tended to lower the bars of 
inflatibn and a depreciated currency. 


‘Keep the Hilltops Green’ 


Progressive Hall county has inaugu-

Secondly, they would have placed upon 
the treasury a burden impossible to esti- 
mate in advance. As Chairman Doughton, 
of the Ways and Means Committée, argued, 
it is reckless and dangerous to legislate 
any postwar programs until there can be 
definite knowledge of their cost. 


Nor is it likely that denial of these 
handouts will cause any undue suffering. 
War workers, almost all of them, have 
received wages exceptionally liberal. They 
have, most of them, answered the appeal 
to put part of their pay into War Bonds. 
They should have ample private means for 
any travel costs they may have to meet. 


As to the federal workers, the same 
situation confronts them as other war 
workers. Furthermore, most, if not all, 
are provided for by severance pay already 
customary through civil services rules or 
departmental rule.

We Are Fighting 
In No Foreign War 


So much plain bunk has been written and 
said about what Mr. Roosevelt really did say in 
his famous “I say again and again,” speech at 
30, 1940, that the facts should be brought up to 
date in light of the opposition’s statement that we were unprepared. 


I am reminded of this by one of the neatest journalistic tricks 


of the year by the very adroit and able Mr. John O’Donnell, the 
semiofficial mouthpiece of the Dewey campaign. 


Mr. O’Donnell castigates Mr. Roosevelt in one paragraph for 
saying this country would not participate in foreign wars and then 
sending troops to Iceland “a full five months before Pearl Harbor 
came upon us.” 

In another paragraph he proceeds to denounce the President for 
not having made plans for the protection of this country before 
that dawn attack on Pearl Harbor. 


Never have I seen more clearly illustrated the semi-hysteria of 
the more violent attackers of the President. To damn him in one 
spot for protecting vital and strategic Greenland well before we had 
been attacked and then, later, to damn him for not having done 
anything to prepare us for war, requires some very agile contortions. 


: At the time Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Willkie were 
F oreign Wars campaigning each declared they would not send 


thé American men into foreign wars. 


At Boston he said: 

“And while I am talking to you fathers and mothers, I give you 
one more assurance. I have said this before, but I shall say it 
again and again and again. Your boys are not going to be sent 
into any foreign wars. They are going into training to form a 
force so strong that, by its very existence, it will keep the threat 
of war far away from our shores. The purpose of our defense is 
defense.” 

In that speech there was no use of the phrase “except in case 


of attack.” Yet there had been in previous speeches and there was 
in later addresses. Here are but a few excerpts for the record: 


Sept. 11, 1940—“We will not participate in foreign wars, and 
we will not send our army, navy or air forces to fight in foreign 
lands outside of the Americas except in case of attack.” 


Oct. 12, 1940—‘“‘We are building a total defense on land and 
sea and in the air sufficient to repel total attack from any part of 
the world.” 

Oct. 23, 1940—“I repeat again that I stand on the platform of 
our party: We will not participate in foreign wars and we will 
not send our army, naval or air forces to fight in foreign lands 
outside the Americas except in case of attack.” 

_ Oct. 30, 1940—At Hartford, Conn.—“And you know that we 
aim to defend only against an attack from the outside.” 

That is the record. Mr. Roosevelt's position was clear. All 
speeches were broadcast. It is obvious that only haste or care- 
lessness caused it to be omitted in Boston. 
and he said it over and over again—“ except in case of attack.” 

And certainly no one has been sent to “foreign wars.” Once we 
were attacked by Japan it ceased to be a foreign war and became 
our war. 


G nland Actually it was eight months before Pearl Harbor 
ree we took over the defense of Greenland. In Sep- 
tember, 1941, three months before Pearl Harbor, we discovered and 
destroyed, on Greenland, a German weather station. Also we dis- 
covered other evidences of German installations. 

Also, it may be well to keep in mind, during all the snide at- 
tempts id blame this administration for Pearl Harbor, that nine 
days before Pearl Harbor a task force sailed from Pearl Harbor 
with orders to “shoet down anything we saw in the sky and to bomb 
anything we saw on the sea.”

Faith Needed 
For Peace 


“Increase our faith.’ Those 
three words, spoken in anquish 
of spirit, still echo down through 
the centuries, telling a story of 
human weakness and the tenacity 
of animal instinct. 


It came about in this way. The 
followers of Jesus, having grown 
up under the harsh laws of Moses, 
were troubled in their minds by 
what He said concerning forgive- 
ness. 


ne day He said to them: “If 
thy brother trespass against thee, 
rebuke him; and if he repent, for- 
give him. And if he _ trespass 
against thee seven times in a day, 
and seven times in a day turn 


again to thee, saying, I repent; 
thou shalt forgive him.” 

That was when the disciples 
cried: “Increase our faith.“ They 
were simple and sincere men. 
They believed in Jesus without 
reservation. They had left their 
fields and shops and fishing boats 
to follow Him from town to town. 
They had endured the sneers of 
unbelievers and the wrath of gov- 
erning officials. But this new 
teaching was too much for them. 

They had long accepted the an- 
cient law of an eye for an eye and 
a tooth for a tooth, and this idea 
of endless forgiveness was some- 
thing they could not believe in. 
They pleaded for the ability to 
believe. 

If these men who were close 
to Jesus could not yet believe and 
forgive, can men of our time do 
it? On the answer to that ques- 
tion depends our hope of future 
peace. 

There is no sense in kidding our- 
selves. Fine phrases and noble 
resolutions will not insure peace. 
Neither will standing armies 
maintained by the four great 
powers, for these may fight among 
themselves. 

One of the strongest and deep- 
est rooted of man’s instincts is the 
impulse to strike back—to get 
even—to avenge a reat or fancied 
wrong. The winner of a fight 
may generously forgive, for he 
feels avenged. But the loser feels 
shamed and humiliated. The 
memory of his defeat torments 
him; his pride is dragged in the 
dust, and he will not regain his 
self-respect until he humbles the 
one who beat him down. 

People treasure ancient wrongs. 
There aré Americans who still 
hate the Redcoats, and others who 
would welcome war with Russia. 
The people of every land in Eu- 
rope hold ancient grudges against 
their neighbors. 

That is human nature,” but it 
is also the chief obstacle to peace. 
Peace doesn’t depend upon what 
is in our treaties, but what is in 
our hearts. Dueling was not end- 
ed by law until it was condémned 
by public opinion. Men no longer 
lusted to murder one who offend- 
ed them. And war will end oniy 
if all people can learn forgiveness, 
and overcome their yearning for 
revenge, and hate war more than 
they hate those who “trespass 
against them.”

WASHINGTON.—Gov. Dewey is being severe- 

— ly taken to task by some of the nation’s leading 

military commentators for his statement of last 

week in which he sought to make a political issue of Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, our Pacific commander. 

In view of the pledge contained in his Chicago acceptance speech 
about no intereference with the military command, if elected 
President, it did appear a bit strange, even to a layman, to hear 
him say that MacArthur should be given greater scope and recog- 
nition and more supplies. 

The effect of his statement was to echo a complaint long made 
by the isolationist press of the country that MacArthur was being 
ee against because the President regarded him as a polit- 
ical threat. | 

We are forced to assume from his latest remarks that, if elected, 
he would override plans of the high command and order a bigger 
role for our South Pacific commander. And that seems to have 
been the very thing he pledged himself not to do in his earlier 
acceptance speech, : 


Eliot But listen to what a competent military authority has to 
Say on the subject. Maj. George Eliot, military 

analyst of the Republican New York Herald Tribue, made this com- 
ment in his syndicated column on the Dewey sta t: 
. . . Gov. Dewey brought forward the name of MacArthur 
in such a way as to render unavoidable the conclusion that the 
Governor was urging the appointment of that officer to the over- 
all Pacific command. In so doing he ventured into a field which 
he is not qualified to discuss either on the ground of information or 
that of responsibility. | 

“Gov. Dewey cannot possibly know the facts as to Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s accomplishments or abilities. . He does not have access 
to the only source of information and advice on this subject which 
would enable him to pass judgment on Gen. MacArthur as a possi- 
ble over-all Pacific commander. These sources are to be found in 
the combined chiefs of staff... .” 


Lind] On the question of men and supplies, another well- 
CY known commentator, Ernest Lindley, of Newsweek 
magazine, points put that “they are distributed in accordance with 
the strategie decisions of the combined chiefs of staff.” 

Early after our entry into the war the combined chiefs of staff 
decided that it was of greater strategic importance for us to con- 
centrate on the defeat of Germany first. It was on that basis that 
a division was made in our then limited supplies as between the 
Pacific theater and Europe. 

_ Gov. Dewey finds himself challenging the wisdom of this de- 
cision by saying that greater supplies and scope should be given 
Gen. MacArthur. 

No one believes that the New York Governor actually feels this 
way about the Pacific situation, of course. success of our 
original strategy has been great enough to convince the worst 
skeptics in the beginning. Right now it is bearing full fruit. Ger- 
many seems on the verge of collapse and it doesn’t seem likely that 
the European war will last many months longer. Its end may be 
a matter of weeks, 

What Gov. Dewey was doing was merely a y to the isola- 
tionist element which somehow has never taken war with Ger- 
many too seriously. He was talking for political effect. 

But that doesn’t improve the Dewey stature as a presidential 
candidate, even to give him credit for knowing better. And if he 
is to be credited with complete honesty in his remarks, then he 
seems to rate himself as incompetent to hold the high office to 
which he aspires.

LONDON.—(By Wireless)—(De- 
layed.) —I m now able to tell the 
full story of how I escaped from 
the Germans and joined the Ma- 

uis in what is now liberated 

ance. 


I wag being taken from Stalag 
in Chalons-sur-Marne to Germany. 
I was put into a third-class com- 
partment of a train which the 
German soldiers were using as a 
guardroom, Soldiers were sleep- 
ing all around me and there was a 
guard, always alert, changed every 
two hours, 


It was shortly after 2 a. m., 
when a new guard had just come 
on and the train was pulling out 
of a wayside station that I suc- 
ceeded in opening the carriage 
door unseen by the guard in the 
blackout and falling out between 
the tracks on the side away from 
the platform. 


The guard, whose back had been 
turned for one providential mo- 
ment, shouted as I jumped or fell, 
and in a few moments the train 
came to a bumping, jerking stop 
and a fusillade of bullets swept 
the scenery, hitting everything 
except me. 


The train door through which 
I had escaped wasn’t under my 
hand, but was on the observation 
platform at the end of the car. To 
get out, I had to walk past the 
sentry, recumbent Germans who 
were off duty, and others who 
were waiting their call for duty 
elsewhere on the train. 

There were 15 sentries posted on 
each side of the train, and it was 
they who gave me the fusillade 
when the alarm was sounded. 

The sentry must have turned 
his back to look out the window 
on the platform side at the mo- 
ment I chose to leave, but I could 
not see just what he was doing. 
It was too dark. I just knew that 


s ge ; 


he wasn’t seated beside 
his predecessors had been 
night. 


He had his flashlight switched 
off and the moment he heard me 
slip past, he must have switched 
it on and found me gone. He 
came after me, but it was too late. 
It was a fast moving job; I had 
gone. That's all there was to it. 


Once sure that the fall hadn’t 
killed me, I jumped up and hared 
it across the tracks, over the barb- 
ed wire fence surrounding the sta- 
tion, across the station approach 
and into a cow pasture, crossing 
another barbed wire fence. 


The fences seemed to tear my 
clothes to pieces. I found that they 
had severed my webbing belt apd 
torn off all the buttons of my 
trousers. So I ran for shelter 
holding up my trousers, a ridicu- 
lous situation which wasn't funny 
for me until afterwards. 


Once across the field, I flung 
myself into a bed of nettles to re- 
gain my breath, and lay there 
panting while the Germans search- 
ed the near-by woods and the sta- 
tion approach. The place where 
I had escaped was somewhere be- 
tween Chalons and the River 
Meuse, and we were just entering 
the woody and hilly country. 


The Germans tried to pull a fast 
one, They pretended to abandon 
the search and the train whis- 
tled and went on. But they had 
left a search party behind to look 
for me. Happily they gave them- 
selves away and while they were 
vainly searching through the 
woods, I made off in the opposite 
direction. 

Throughout the night I traveled, 
the moon and the stars my guide 
and the flash of our guns toward 
the southwest a general indi- 
cation of the war zone. I knew

But although I traveled all night, 
the dawn found me _  footsore 
and weary still in enemy- occupied 
country and Gen. Patton still a 
hundred miles away. At dawn 
I made inquiries as to where I 
could find the nearest Maquis out- 
posts for Allied France.

cart taking home a load of fag- 
gots from the forest were the first 
human contact I made after trav- 
eling all night overland. 

I asked them the direction of 
Troyes, which I understood to be 
in Allied hands. They confirmed 
that I was headed in the right di- 
rection; I hadn’t mistaken my 
bearing during the night. 

The girls started giggling, and 
I found the reason was my strange 
attire. For I was no longer wear- 
ing trousers, having discarded 
them, but the r which I 
had providentially put on beneath 
the trousers. 

I decided it was best to tell 
them the truth to prevent their 
reporting me for outrageous be- 
havior in broad daylight. So, in 
the interest of convention, they 
showed me a wood behind a vil- 
lage where they promised to meet 
me with more respectable garb. 

They kept their promise; after- 
ward they brought iodine for my 
wounds and a bandage for the 
sprained wrist I had sustained 
when I fell, They also brought 
me the most delicious omelette I 
had ever tasted. They seemed 
like angels to me. 

After two nights of hiding in 
the outhouses of_farms I succeed- 
ed in reaching the Maquis, be- 
coming the first accredited Allied 
correspondent with them. They 
gave me an official identity card, 
attesting me.

Things were 
so bad that instead of making a 
long-range plan, department heads 
could do little more than start to 
clean up the building, get clothes 
for the women to wear, and buy 
chairs for them to sit on. 

The women’s building is made 
of rough concrete blocks and un- 
finished wood left over from the 


ticket back to the community from 
which they were sentenced, with 
no training for any job, with no 
money to go on, they return to 
their old acquaintances and their 
old haunts and soon are back at 
Tattnall again. 

A modern prison for women is 
greatly needed. It should be of the 
cottage type with about 30 women 
to each house instead of the pres- 
ent barnlike structure housing 222 
at present, sometimes as many as 
300 or more. The young prisoners 
and first offenders should be sep- 
arated at all times from the others. 
Most of the present disciplinary 
problems are the result of over- 
crowding. The custody problem is 
never/as difficult with women as 
with men.

To launder clothes, there 
were only the few wash basions 
in the lavatory and only three 
pressing irons for over 200 women. 
Cleanliness was naturally impos- 
sible. Hospital facilities were 
limited to six beds, and babies 
were born and kept right in the 
crowded dormitories. 

A great deal has been accom- 
plished now to make the place fit 
for humans to live in. Walls have 
been painted,. schedules arranged 
to encourage systematic cleaning 
of the building, new seersucker 
uniforms have been supplied, 
tables for four with chairs have 
replaced the long tables with 
benches in the dining room, which 
is now used also for church serv- 
ices and recreation. ) 

Overcrowding still exists, how- 
ever. The young girls are still in 
with harder women, the babies are 
still kept in the dormitories until 
permanent provision can be made 
for tem.

New State Prison for Women Is Necessary 


to live except in the prison. Two 
new homes have been built re- 
cently but many more are needed. 


Dr. R. C. S. Young, in charge 
of Welfare for the Department of 
Corrections, is doing everything 
possible in the way of rehabilita- 
tion. He has secured a director for 
education and recreation and one 
for welfare, as well as a capable 
supervisor for the sewing room. 
The illiterate are being taught to 
read and write. Church services 
are now held every Sunday. The 
sewing room is the only industry. 
There is no space to equip or 
handle others. 

The special session of the legis- 
lature last September ordered the 
removal of the women’s prison 
from its proximity to the men’s 
prison. Gov. Arnall, Director 
Hammack, Mr. Aderhold and other 
prison authorities are agreed on 
the dire need for an adequate 
prison plant for women. This can- 
not be built at present because of 
shortages of material, but the 
time will soon come when it can 
be done. To insist that this build- 
ing program be launched as soon 
as possible is a pressing job for 
the women and men of Georgia.

Ball, of the Associated Press, de- 
scribed how a force of young Ger- | 
man SS (elite guard) troops— | 
“drunk, doped or crazy”—rushed 
American positions southeast of 
Nancy with frenzied cries and 
were slaughtered almost to the 
man. 

There was little news from the 
Seventh Army front, where Lt. 
Gen. Alexander M. Patch’s men 
were slugging toward the Belfort 
gap. A communique said Fou- 
gerolles, 27 miles northwest of 
Belfort, had fallen to Allied 
troops. French troops beat off an 
enemy counterattack 10 miles 
south of Belfort.

GERMAN TRICKERY 

The Germans employed a ruse 
in seizing the new control, stag- 
ing a false air raid alarm through- 
out the country and then moving 
into the government buildings and 
police stations while the Danes 
were taking shelter.

Nature thus tries to make you 
so nervous that you will be hyper- 
sensitive to external stimuli and 
not miss a trick, so to speak. Stage- 
frigh€ is Nature's method of put- 
ting you on a war basis emotional- 
ly and physiologically. 

A sluggish person, whose 
thoughts and actions were slow in 
a crisis, might thus not react 
swiftly enough to avoid death, dis- 
aster, the rattlesnake’s lunge, etc. 
GRATEFUL FOR STAGEFRIGHT 

From this angle, therefore, you 
should be grateful that you have 
stagefright. But because all hu- 
man beings become self-conscious 
about their stagefright, this bene- 
ficial physiological reaction of the 
body may be carried too far and 
hamstring a person’s social effec- 
tiveness. 


To become calm in any new sit- 


uation, you must first realize that 
you have distinguished company 
by the millions. The greatest 


orators of the world were all vic 


tims of stagefright at the start. 

Secondly, to change a situation 
from a “new” experience to a 
“familiar” one, you must meet it 
scores of times. 

Applied to public speaking, this 
means you must make at least 100 
talks before you can expect to be- 


come poised and assured. So teach 


a Sunday school class, where you 
can make 52 talks per year. 
CONTROL STAGEFRIGHT 
College students, don’t wait till 
you enter a university class in 
public speaking, for you can ac- 
quire the fundamentals of public 
speaking in your church or Sun- 
day school or Boy Scout troop 
free of charge, if only you take 
advantage of your opportunities. 
Why pay a high tuition for a 
chance to speak for three minutes 
once ‘per week in a college public 
speaking class, when you can talk 
for 30 minutes as a teacher of a 
Sunday school class, and not have 
to pay a cent? (Perhaps you 
ought, however, to donate $1.50 
weekly to the Sunday collection 
for this public speaking oppor- 
tunity. Clergymen, take note!
